public opinion passed by, dressed up 
in English uniforms and marching 
to the tune of war songs, just as fn 
th® days of the Czar. 

“Then the Red army reabsorbed 


the sevetal divisions which had gone 


to France and fought a part of the 
war there. The French Government 


i sent these troops home = fully 


equipped, except for rifles. Each sol- 
dier had a knapsack, two pair of 
boots, a coat, and so forth. The Red 
propagandist took charge of those 
men the moment they set foot in 
tussia and it was not difficult to 
persuade them to stay in service. 
They needed only a gun to be ready 
to fight for the Soviets. 

“Work in the munition factories 
has become gradually more intensive. 
They are hard at work repairing 
railroad locomotives, and rolling 
stock in general. Very considerable 
numbers 6f locomotives were left 


/hehind in the three routs of the 


White armies. This equipment was 
put to good use by the Bolsheviki in 
their offensive ins Poland, an of- 
fensive which they could make with 
relative ease since they were work- 
ing on interior lines.

the way of exemplary conduct chan 


lively discussion Friday at a mect- 
‘ing at the Marquette Hotel of wives 
of ministers attending the Interna- 
tional Church Convention. 

Mrs. Walter M. White of Memphis 
and Mrs. W. F. Rothenberger of 
Springfield, Iil., introduced the top- 
ics. but the discussion became im- 
'promptu, women rising to remark 
‘without making known their names, 
The minister’s wife who regards 
herself as something like a martyr, 
‘who thinks that something more is 
| being asked of her than of any other 
'wife, those who are not helpful and 
companionable and who. induce hus- 
bands to leave the ministry becaus:» 
we of their discontent came in for se- 

/vere censure. 

Discussion’ One-Sided. 

The discussion was one-sided since 
all present seemed to agree that if 
more is expected of the minister’s 
wife, the added responsibility should 
be regarded as a privilege rather 


plauded when she said, ‘“‘We do not 
countenanec that tone of pity that 
often is used toward a girl about to 
marry a minister. It should be 
easier for us to be good and happy 
than for any other women, since wé 
have beside us husbands who are 
cleaner and more unselfish than 
‘husbands of any other group.” 

| It was remarked that the wives 
'who might be inspired and benefit- 
ted by this interchange of experi- 
ence and advice were not attending 
‘any of the meetings, but were all 
‘downtown shopping. 

Mrs. Rothenberger said the aver- 
age best intentioned minister's wife 
is prone to take herself too seri- 
ously. 

“We find time to dress the chil- 
dren,”’ she said, “to get the meals, be 
ready for company at all times and 
do the innumerable manual tasks, 
but we neglect a most important 
duty which is to keep ourselves fit 
mentally and fitin appearance, Our 
husbands spend hours daily at their 
studies and quickly outgrow and out- 
strip us mentally. Every minister’s 
wife should belong to some study 
club and some social club that has 
no connection with her church. 

“She should seek the society of 
the brighest, smartest women she 
can find. She cannot expect to hold 
leadership unless she keeps herself 
mentally fit and the same applies 
to her personal appearance, We 
should keep our collars clean, our 
shoes and hair neat and attend, -t 
least, to the little niceties of dress. 

Children’s Faults Natural. 

“Then, don’t take your children’s 
faults—the perfectly natural phases 
through which they pass while grow- 
ing up—too seriously,” she contin- 
ued, “I have a friend who tells me 
she takes her children into the par- 
lor and prays with them every time 
one is naughty. My knees would be 
worn out if I did that. 

“I have a daughter of high-school 
age to whom, just now, the powder 
puff and the ear puff are the big- 
gest things in life. The first week 
of school her appearance so altered 
that she tempted me to scold and 
object and remind her that’ she was 
a minister’s daughter and might be 
expected to set an example. But 
this I did not do. I let her have 
her fling and presently she toned 
down and became fairly natural 
again. I did not want her to feel, 
‘Oh, dear, I am so unhappy. I can- 
not do the things other girls do and 
wear the things other girls wear, 
because my father is a minister.’ ”

tional system, but, on the contrary, 
would be presented with a draft 
constitution which in its general 
features would be no improvement 
upon our present one, and would 
be markedly inferior to it, because 
untried in application and uncertain 
in import.”

Texas were held in various forts and 
military reservations in California 
without being put to any use. In 
1862 Lieut. Beale wrote Secretary 
Stanton of their idle condition and 
proposed to use them for further 
exploration and in packing supplies 
across the Great Basin, but his pro- 
posal’ was rejected, as was one @ 
year later to use the camels in Car- 
rying mail between Fort Mohave, N. 
M., and New San Pedro, Cal. 

The herd finally was sold by the 
Government to Samuel McLaughlin, 
in whose care the herds had been 
for some time. Some of the camels 
found their way into circuses and 
hands of other parties. 

At the beginning of the Civil War 
the camels at the Camp Verde sta- 
tion in Texas passed into the hands 
of the Confederate Government. 
which paid little heed to them and 
some wandered away. Of these 
there is an official account of three 
captured in Arkansas by the Union 
forces and “sent to Mr. Peden, near 
the Des Moines River in lowa, for 
the benefit of his care and economy 
in their support.” 


One Reported as Late as 1903. 

Some of the herd are thought to 
have wandered into the Texas pan- 
handle, Arizona and New Mexico 
where they lived free and half wild, 
the prey of white and red hunters. 

When the Federal Government 
came again into control of Camp 
Verde at the close of the Civil War 
they found 44 camels which were 
finally ordered sold at public auc- 
tion. Bids were opened in New Or- 


leans, three persons being willing to 
buy. Horace Bell offered $5 each, 
Joseph Hallam $10 each and Col.

VETERAN AUTO BUILDER 
RECALLS OLD TIMES 


R. E. Olds, President of Reo, 
Who Built First Car in 1885, 


Visits St. Louis. 
| RR. E. Olds, president of the Reo 
Motor Car Co., and pioneer in mo- 
tor car manufacturing, spent a few 


days last week in St. Louis. Olds, 
whose first connection with the au- 
tomobile concern, dates back to 1885, 


of the early days, when, as,he ex- 
pressed it, the motor car was not 
even an infant industry. 

His first attempt at a “‘horseless 
wagon” was of assteam variety, but 
an upright boiler directly back of 
the driver’s seat was so discouraging 
from the standpoint of comfort, that 
he turned to gasoline engines. 

He recalls many amusing inci- 
dents of his first car which made 
most of its trips during the nights 
of 1886. The jibes of the passers- 
by and the fright of the horses 
caused him to confine most of his 
trips to the night. 

The real start of the commercial 
phase of the automobile, strange to 
Say, was one of export. In 1893, 
following a description of his expe- 
rimental car in the Scientific Ameri- 
can, Olds was approached by the 
Frances Times Co. of London, in re- 
gard to the purchase of one of these 
experimental cars. After much 
dickering and after several months 
hesitancy, Olds told about the con- 


summation of what is now recog- 
nized as the first automobile sale, 
it bringing $500. |

CONDITIONS HAVE 
NOT BECOME SERIOUS 


Last Week Only 208 Posi- 

tions Were Offered at Bu- 
-reau Where There Were 
221 Applications. 


A decrease in the number of posi- 
tions offered by industrial concerns,, 
together with an influx of men from 
Detroit and the East, where automo- 
ee and allied industries recently 

laid off large numbers, has resulted | 
in a aurplus of labor in St. Louis. 

“Since the second week in Au- 
gust,”” James W. Noonan, superin- 
tendent of the Government Free Em- 
ployment Bureau, 11 North Seventh 
street, said yesterday, ‘‘the number 
of unemployed in St. Louis has in- 
creased by 25 per cent. There is al- 
ways a lay-off on the eve of a pres- 
idential election, probably caused by 
an effort to discredit the administra- 
tion by bringing about hard times.”’ 

Many From Auto Plants. 


Although there are many more 
persons without employment than 
there were six weeks ago, formal ap- 
plications at the bureau have not 
increased. This is explained by the 
fact that St. Louis wages are from 
10 to 40 cents an hour lower than at 
the automobile and tire plants in 


Detroit and Flint, Mich., and Akron, 
O., whence came many of the unem- 
ployed now in St. Louis, and the men 
are unwilling to accept. jobs at low- 
er wages. 

The manager of a railroad employ- 
ment agency said that about 60,000 
men were. laid off at one time in 
Akron, and that virtually all firms 
doing construction work in the au- 
tomobile and allied industries hod 
laid off 75 per cent of their men. Fre 
said that one large Akron factory, 
paying 65 cents an hour, closed down 
for a short interval at the beginaing 
of the recent slump in buying, and 
then reopened, offering wages of 33 
cents an hour.

number of positions has gradually 
decreased so that in the last two 
weeks it has. been smaller than the 
numbsr of men wanting work. Dur- 
ing the week ending Aug. 14 last 316 
jobs were open to the 252. appli- 
cants. Last week only 208 positions 
were offered for 221 applicants, and 
the week before, there were 215. ap- 
plications, but only 202 positions. 

The opinion among employment 
agents is that the situation is not 
now alarming, as the railroads are 
able to absorb a large part of the 
present surplus. With the coming 
of cold weather, however, they say 
it may be more serious.

Reversing Themselves, Customs 
Officials Say, However, Bring- 
ing It In Is Violating Law.

“Throughout this comatan T have 
repeatedly explained that Atkinson 
was nominated by the votes con- 
trolled by the Pendergast machine. 
I have explained that the machine 
operates only for its own benefit and 
that is supports no candidate for the 
nomination who will not bow to it. 
It supported John M. Atkinson in 
the primary. 

“That the machine has such pow- 
eras I have claimed has been dented 
by Democratic speakers, but what 
has been disclosed. Senator Reed 
was unafriad of the power of the 
President of the United States. He 
defied it with glorious American pa- 
triotism, but he could not defy the 
machine. It had lined up with At- 
kinson. It had the power to line 
Reed up for Atkinson. There was 
no power which could line him up 
for the Democratic candidate for 
President. And then they claim 
the machine has no power. 

‘Within the party whose label it 
desecrates no man may aspire to 
serve his city, county or state with- 
out the consent of the machine:

Denounces Pendergast. 
Previously in his speech Hyde de- 
nounced Pendergast as “the head 
of a great criminal machine,” and 
had declared that no honest Repu- 
lican would serve as judge of elec- 
tion in the Pendergast wards in Kan- 
sas City. “The Republican judges 
in those wards,” he said, “are con- 
trolled by Pendergast.” 

Hyde also said that Atkinson ran 
in the campaign as a “dry” but that 
he made a deal with Pendergast. 
“Pendergast, liquor dealer,” Hyde 
said. “Atkinson met with him in a 
basement on Grand avenue in Kan- 
sas City. I wasn’t there, and, of 
course, I don’t know what went on, 
but one thing I will wager is that 
John wasn’t as dry when he came 
out of that meetng as he was when 
he went in.

HOUSING ASSOCIATION BUILDING

The Homé and Housing Associa-

HAT familiar article of diet, the ¢éel, is one 

of the unsolved puzzles of animal life. An 

important scientist has set out to seek the 

clue to the eel’s secret. Writing in Science on 
the many unknown things of oceanography, Prof. A. G. 
Boving has this to say: 

“Take the case of our common fresh-water ee! as 
an cxample of how little we know and at the same 
time of how much has been discovered. All the eels 
of our streams and lakes of Northwestern Europe live 
and feed and grow under our eyes without reproducing 
their kind—no spawning ee! has ever been seen. After 
living for years in immaturity, at last near the end 
of their lives the large male and female yellow eels 
undergo a change in appearance and in nature. They 
acquire a silvery color and their eyes enlarge, and 
in this bridal attire they commence the long journey 
which ends in maturity, reproduction and death. 

“From all the fresh waters they migrate in the 
autumn to the coast, from all the inshore seas to the 
open ocean and still eastward and south to the mid- 
Atlantic, and we know not how much further—for the 
exact locality and manner of spawning has yet 
to be discovered. The youngest known stages of the 
Leptocephalus, the larval stage of eels, have been 
found by the Dane, Dr. Johannes Schmidt, to the west 
of the Azores, where the water is over 2000 fathoms in 
depth. These were about one-third of an inch in 
length and were probably not long hatched.”

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Market Street Hobo, Missing for Last Five _ 
Years. Has Blossomed Forth Once More 


Once familiar figure of panhandler is commencing to ap- 
pear on downtown streets and labor agents believe 
his coming presages the arrival of many more of his 
kind this winter—Refusal of the men to accept ygad- 
justment of labor conditions given as the cause for 
some unemployment at present $: 


HE hobo is with us once again. 

The genuine, old-fashioned, Market 
street variety of "bo, deemed extinct by 
many who have failed to notice his ill- 
clad, shambling presence for the last five 
vears, has reappeared on the streets of 
St. Louis. 


And if the prediction of labor agents along Market 


and Walnut streets is correct, he will be joined this 
winter by many of his own species. 

Already, the once familiar panhandler has showed 
himself and may be seen slouching around the down- 
town streets after nightfall, halting and soliciting the 
lone passerby. His numbers are yet few, but the pro- 
fessional one-armed or one-legged beggar. who seemed 
to drop out of sight when war conditions prevailed, has 
algo appeared on the scene. 

And the remarkable side of the situation is the fact 
that there is no necessity for any man reverting to 
the old hobo ways at present. The man who resorts 
to beggary is doing it by choice. 

The demand for labor is comparatively light just 
now, but there is no general unemployment. The pres- 
ence of loafers on the streets is not due to this being 
a campaign year, although a certain number of “drift- 
ers’ always arrive in each large city prior to aqgeneral 
election, hoping to make money through some trick 
of politics such as false registration or fraudulent 
voting. It is due to the fact that, after five years 
of high wages, the unskilled laborer is flatly refusing 
to work for pay that falls below the war-time scale— 
and employers can no longer afford to pay that scale. 


At the State Free Employment Bureau, directed bs 
James W. Noonan, in 'the Pontiac. Building, it was 
stated that about 85 men are being placed daily, but 
that applications are increasing from unskilled work- 
ers, many of whom have been thrown out of employ- 
ment at Akron, at auto manufacturing concerns in 
Wisconsin and at other points. Many of these men 
have come to St. Louis because there is a belief among 
them they can live more cheaply here. 

But a vast number of men, who flock to empijoyment 
bureaus that specialize in handling large quantities of 
labor to meet the demands of railroad gangs or factory 
emergencies, are now in the city and are not work- 
ing. Employment exists, but it is not being accepted. 

James C. Stubbs, who has been in the employment 
agency line for many years and 
who conducts one of his offices 
at 5 North Eigtth street, sized 
the situation up succinctly last 
week. 

‘We have plenty of men look- 
ing for jobs and practically 
none looking for work—that’'s 
the whole situation today,” he 
said, “and if yon will go out- 
side the city limits on the fron 
Mountain and other roads com- 
ing into this city, you will find 
the old-time hobo camps start- 
ing up again. There are several 
thousand men unemployed in 
St. Louis today. There are pos 
- sibly 3000 in gobo camps in the 
neighborhood, of this city. rhey 
want a job and pay—but they 
don’t want work. 

“Tl have been placing about 
10 men each day lately. | prob 
ably could place 40 on a large 
number of days. But the ap- 
vlicants object both to pay auu 
bours. A period of readjust- 
ment in wages is going on. 
That bad to come, when the 
war demand died away. But 
the unskilled laborer wont see 
it. He wants war-time pay 
and wont work unless he 
gets it.”

hours. Mind you, they 
profit by that extra 
hour. But they prefer 
to be idle. 

“The present condi- 
tions, witb so many 
idle men in the city, is due to the fact that the men are 
not broke yet. When many of them were thrown out of 
employment by auto factories closing down, they were 
paid off, possibly for three or four weeks back. They 
still have this money. Moreover, there are still plenty 
of places here—the flop joints--where they can live 
cheaply. 

“Mark my words—a readjustment has got to come in 
wages for unskilled labor, and it cannot be denied. 
Wages possibly will never go down as far as they once 
were, but I Jook to see the $2.50 scale for wages of 
unskilled labor as a distinct possibility within a year 
and one-half. This flood of immigration from Europe 
is going to for¢e the prices down.” 

“But if these men are not broke, bow about the 
beggars on the street?” Stubbs was asked. 


“Those are men who got into soft jobs and held on to 
them until they were thrown out.” he said. “They 
were the original type of hobo, who would rather bez 
than eat, but who didn’t mind a job that was a steady 
loaf--around some powder factory, for instance. Nearly 
all these war jobs needed a lot of watchmen. A job like 
that, at $6 daily, just suited those men. 

“But von don't imagine those birds are going to do 
hard work, do you”? Not a bit 
of it. We have had several in 
here. They all want watch- 
man’s job, and the man who 
wants to be a watchman right 
now isn't worth the powder to 
blow him up-—uniless, indeed, he 
is some disabled man who can 
do nothing else. When we can't 
place a man as a watchman he 
generally asks for light factory 
work. Paper box factories are 
where they all want to go, where 
there is no heavy lifting to be 
done. Jobs in canneries. where

One railroad, which runs its own agencies, has found 
difficulty in getting men from among the unemployed 
element that has flocked here from other towns, al- 
though the wages, in some instances, are 571-2 cents 
per hour. ~ : 

“They all want sbort hours,” said the manager, “and 
unless they can get them, they won't work at all. The 
fact that, on construction or track repair work, they 
may spend half their working hours riding from one 
place to another, where repairs are needed, doesn’t 
seem to occur to them. In some places, the right of 
way has to be repaired at intervaleg of a few miles. The 
men are paid for the time taken in hauling them from 
place to place. If they are asked to work 1 hours, they 
get paid for 10 and possibly are being hauled on a 
construction train for five hours of the time. But 
they are dissatisfied.’ 

Although the majority of the men applying are un- 
skilled laborers, a considerable number of metal work- 
ers have arrived from the auto factories and a small 
sprink the of former harvest hands have come in from 
the Dakotas, where a late crop has engaged them to 
this time. Most of these lust were employed through 
the Missouri Free Employment Bureau and they have 
reapplied for positions through that office 

There are several] unusua! conditions prevailing this 
fall that puzzle both labor agents and the police. 
This is the first national campaign wherein saloons 
have been presumably closed and is the first fall for 
several years wherein there was a likelihood of an 
influx of unemployed, such as used to descend upon 
Chicago and other cities of the Middle West as soon 
as the weather commenced getting cold. 

Demand for men at war wages has died down and 
efforts to get men at a scale needed by readjustment of 
business conditions seems futile. So it is impossible to 
predict, as yet, what the labor situation will be this 
winter. Some agents of bureaus said titat,. on account 
of the great lack of housing facilities in every city, 
the demands of the building industry would keep all 
unskilled labor employed as soon as building materials 
fell to a near normal! price. Others frankly stated that 
they looked for much unemployment this vear. 

The first reports this vear made of general begging 
along Market street were confined to few doWntown 
corners. Several eases were reported on Sunday, 
Oct. 10. On that same day and on the Saturday preced- 
ing, an unusual number of cases of drunkenness were 
reported. 

On Saturday, Oct. 9, the police made 15 arrests for 
intoxication, two of the prisoners being women. This 
was a greater total than on the corresponding date two 
years ago, when prohibition did not exist. 

Another unique development of the prevailing “high 
cost of living” is the fact that the man who approaches 
the casual passerby on the street today and tries to 
beg no longer asks for a nickel or a dime. If the 
‘prospect’ looks easy, a dollar is always asked. for.

It is just a case of their paying better attention 
in class, says the professor, digging more consci- 
entiously in their books and writing their papers more 
carefully.

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Put Finger in the Wound and Holler 
IRECT pressure is what might be called the 
first aid to surgery. Many a hemorrhage that 
would otherwise have proved fatal has been 
stopped by this primitive method. In an ad- 

dress read before the Sullivan County Medical Society 
by Dr. Martin W. Ware of New York he recalled an 
examination put by an astute old surgeon to a class 
of medical students, every one of whom failed to an- 
swer it correctly. The question and answers were as 
follows: : 

“One of two physicians, in full evening dress, re- 
turning from .a dance, was suddenly stabbed in the neck, 
following which a huge gush of blood took place. What 
would you have done for your injured companion?” 

“Answers: 

“One would have rung for an ambulance. ‘Before the 
ambulance responded an undertaker would have been 
more in place,’ said the examiner. 

“Another—to outdistance the ‘previous applicant— 
offered the use of his pocket instruments, to which 
the examiner retorted, ‘They are not usually carried 
about at a dance.’ 

“The last applicant thought he would be equal to 
the occasion by crowding a handkerchief into the 
wound. ‘That,’ said the examiner, ‘let us assume, 
was left as a souvenir with the lady.’ 

“It therefore remained for the examining surgeon to 
point out what is done in daily practice: ‘Place a 
finger into the wound and holler for help.’ ” 

Dr. Ware went on to tell of a physicion who was out 
with his wife in an automobile when a collision teok 
place, shattering the glass*windshifid, a fragment 
of which struck the wife in the neck and cut her jugu- 
lar vein. The physician pressed his finger into the 
neck wound and sped on to the nearest hospital, where 
surgical measures were successfully applied. 

“Very much in common with this type of hemor- 
rhage is that of varicose veins,” he continued. ‘“Hem- 
orrhage from these needs only pressure with gauze. 

“In hemorrhage following extraction of the teeth by 
the dentist, the doctor’s advice is often sought—‘What 
to do?’ Pressure! Simply take a small handkerchief, 
roll it and bite upon it and caution not.to look at it 
for half an hour.” 

Speaking of other minor matters, he said: 

“The paradox of infections is certainly a furuncle, 
commonly designated a boil, and facetiously referred 
to as an ingrown hair, which I have never seen. A 
furuncle is potential of much suffering and evil. In 
the initial stage I prefer the use of flaxseed poultices 
or a poultice of the clay ointments, and when liquefac- 
tion has set in, spontaneous perforation may result or 
a small incision will facilitate expulsion of the core.

Gorgeous Garments Used in Screen Plays 


Money spent for feminine raiment by 
big producers is appalling, yet stars 
have.violent objection to ever ap- 
pearing twice in same costume and 
this superstition has spread to 
members of the ‘‘extra’’ cast +

EMININE clothing of the most eostly sort 
is worn in many screen. productions by 
movie stars and then apparently drops out 
sight forever. And this disappearance of 
striking costumes that linger in the patron's 
memory has often prompted queries as to 
what becomes of such gorgeous garments. 

To the average person the question as baffling 
as the famous one about the fate of lost pins. 

The money spent for costumes—especially modern 
frocks and evening gowns—each year in the motion 
picture industry is appalling. Seldom are the same 
dresses seen tWice, that is, in two different produc- 
tions. But what becomes of a dress or costume after it 
has been used once is a poser. 

The aygrage person would guess that a star would 
make use of her wardrobe in other photoplays where 
they would not be recognized. But there are several 
rasons why this is rarely done. 

In the first place, audiences do not like to see a star 
appéar in the same costume in two different produc- 
tions, especially if there is a wide difference in the 
stories. The women in the audience say, “My good- 
ness! Has she only one dress?” So there you have 
reason number one. 

Men are admitted to be the hardest part of the amuse- 
ment-seeking public to lure into the picture theaters. 
Ask a man what kind of movies he likes and nine 
times out of 10 he will say, “News weeklies.” Immedi- 
ately you say, “But how about these big lavish pro- 
ductions that cost thousands of dollars?” Right off 
the bat he replies, “Oh, some of them are fair, but 
most of them are punk.” But if you mention a cer- 
tain beautiful, well-dressed star, his eyes light up and 
right away he says: “Say, she’s a pip; it’s worth 
watching the entire play just to see her.” 

And, so you see, you are in ofanother movie secret. 
Every wise producer of films makes it a point to put 
as many beautiful clothes into his picture as possible. 
They please the eye. 
the exhibitor rich. And the producer forthwith is ac- 
claimed a success; exhibitors clamor for his films and 
stars seek work under his direction. All of which 
merely proves there are tricks in all trades. 

But reason number three is probably the most bizarre 
of all. Every time a player looks at a garment that 
has been worn in some previous production, she gets 
the creeps. And if you want to have some fun, try 
to get her to wear it. She'll give you the glittering eye 
and the words from her lips will fall thusly: 

“What! Wear that dress? Do you want: tq jinx this 
picture? You know very well if I wear that garment 
this picture will never make a dime.”

You see, they’re a very superstitious lot, these movie 
actors. Like their brethren of footlight fame, they 
are swayed largely by superstitions. 

The cost of wardrobes for women alone in many 
photoplay productions often puts a $15,000 dent in the 
studio bankroll. In the case of Allan Dwan’s “In the 
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Heart of a Fool,” the cost of women's apparel was $17,- 
287.36. This included house dreases, negligees, lingerie, 
kimonas, party dresses, evening dresses. wraps and 
hats. Mary Thurman, who played the lead, had 14 
changes, and Anna Q. Nillson, in the role of “heavy,” 
also wore 16 different costumes. And each garmen’ 
Was made by a special designer! 

One of the most feared movie superstitions is this 
matter of wearing old clothes. NO one in the business 
can tell you for sure how it originated, but there is @ 
legend that runs as follows: 

An early-date motion picture producer conceived the 
idea that he could get rich quick making movies with 
castoff wardrobes. He bought up all the old clothes 
he could find and made three productions, each of 
which proved a dismal failure. All of the players who 
wore these garments met with misfortune, either finan- 
cial or physical. Some of them received bodily in- 
juries, while others were unable to get employment 
for long periods following their ill-fated engagement, 
and ever since then, which was in the dawn of the pic- 
ture industry, it has been next to impossible to get 
photoplayers to wear castoff wardrobes. 

Which brings us to what happens to the clothes when 
the players have finished with them. 

Well, for one thing, there is the wardrobe depart- 
ment. Often these used garments go into the studie 
wardrobe department and are dealt out to the feminine 
extras, who wear them in ballroom scenes.or wherevef 
they happen to fit in. Of course, they have to be altered 
somewhat to fit the persons wearing them and this lifts 
the curse of the superstition. For, in the belief of the 
picture player, a garment that has been.altered fs no 
longer am old garment; it becomes’ something new 
again. Many times, when an extra discovered that she 
is wearing a dress that has not been altered, she will 
pin it up at some point or have a friend take a few 
stitches in it, just to lift the jinx. But a principal or 
lead will never use a garment out of the wardrobe 
again. o 

In instances where stars buy their own personal 
wardrobe, many of them give the clothes to charitable 
institutions when they have finished with them. 

“If I had the cash that I have given away in clothes,” 
said Miriam Cooper, “| think I could retire.” Miss 
Cooper is one of the few stars who designs all of the 
clothes she wears in pictures. 

In the case of Mary Pickford, who specializes in 
kids’ clothes for the screen, ‘a host of cousins in Can- 
ada always await eagerly the completion of a Pickford 
feature, for they kngw it means a flood of new clothes 
from Little Mary—clothes that have been worn only 
once, or twice at the most. Miss Pickford, who halls 
from Toronto, has 28 cousins in the Dominion. 

But probably the meest practical way -of disposing 
of movie garb is through the Salvage Department. This 
department, which is one of the most active and least 
known of all movie institutions, is always presided 
over by a very clever modiste, under whose direction a 
staff of capable dressmakers is kept busy recutting 
garments. The material in these robes is always of 
the very best and as a consequente very expensive. So 
when a production has been finished and all the cos- 
tumes have been turned jn, they are taven to the 
Salvage Department, where they are completely rejuve- 
nated and used again by the “extras.”

HAT has become of the derby hat — 
the once povular, almost universally 
worn derby—sometimes' inelegantly 
referred to as a ‘“Kelly’’? 

One’s memory does not have to go 
back even as far as the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, let alone to the Columbian 
World’s Fair, to remember the day when practically 
every man wore a derby—that is, with the exception 
of the late Col. William F. Cody, “Pawnee Bill,” the 
late Col. Roosevelt, Senator Borah, a few Kentucky 
Colonels and one or two Lieutenant-Governors from 
far Western states. 


Which ‘is not, to be sure, by way of saying that now- 
adays nobody wears a derby. On the contrary, a good 
many derbies are still made and still sold—and still 
worn. In fact, the derby, while it has lost in popu- 
larity, has achieved added dignity in that it has, to a 
considerable degree, taken the place of the high silk 
hat. 

But, all things considered, the derby, as the once uni- 
versally popular headpiece of nearly the entire male 
citizenship of this country, has been supef¥eded by 
the soft fedora hat, ranging in style from the one ex- 
treme of the famous broad-brim Stetsons, made express- 
ly for the late Col. Cody, to the imported velour, made 
in the workshops of Budapest,} and to the other. ex- 
treme of the familiar cloth hat, which is one of the 
most—perhaps THE most—poapular fall styles im men’s 
headgear. 3 P 

Walk up and down Olive street at any noon hour, or 
m the evening just before the theaters open and 
count the derbies that you see. You can do it, all 
right, probably on the 10 fingers of your hands. But 
Mr. Burroughs, himself, couldn’t count the soft hats 
unless he used one of his handy little machines. 

Or ask any, of the girls or boys in charge of the 
cloakrooms in any of the cafes or hotels 
and they'll tell you that today there are 
dozens of soft hats for every derby. If still 
in doubt, ask any of the salesmen or buy- 
ers in any of the hat stores or in the hat de- 
partments of the big dapartment stores or 
talk to any of the manufacturers, and they'll 
all tell you that whereas almost every man 
wore a derby a few years ago, today, almost 
every man wears a soft Irat. 

James J. Corbett used to tell a story about 
a man—an utter stranger—who rushed up to 
him on Broadway one day, shook the ex- 
champion’s hand and seemed absolutely 
dumfounded that the famous pugilist did not 
recognize him. 

“You remember the night you got back 
into town after your big fight with Sullivan?” 
said the stranger. 

Mr. Corbett allowed that he did remember 
that night and also the big crowd that greet- 
ed him. Whereupon the stranger threw out his chest 
an inch or two more and exclaimed: 

“Well, | was the fellow that wore the brown derby!” 

But the point of Mr. Corbett’s story would be lost 
on a present-day audience, for not only has the famous 
brown derby and the equally famous gray derby prac- 
tically disappeared, but the everyday or garden variety 
of black derby has all but vanished from view. What’s 
the answer? 

Taking O. Henry's advice, “We went out for to see,”’ 
and after interviewing individual citizens, hat sales- 
men, hat buyers and hat manufacturers, we found the 
answer. , 

Incidentally, we learned 'a number of interesting 
things about the average American man. 

The automobile, in the opinion of practically every- 
one interviewed on the subject, has been the biggest 
single factor in routing the derby and substituting the 
soft hat. And if Henry Ford has his way, in the course 
of a few years there probably won't be a live, active 
derby left in all the land to tell the tale’ 

“It’s the automobile that’s done it,” said a repre- 
gentative of one of the big hat manufacturers. “We 
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Classic skypiece, once generally used in 
everyday life and on the burlesque 
stage, is apparently superseded by 
the soft hat of various patterns — 
Dealers at variance as to the true 
reason for the change in public 
preference we ~S = ee 


continue to manufacture derbies, of course, and there is 
still considerable demand for them. Later in the 
season, along about December, more derbies will be 
sold than right now. And a good many retailers are 
insisting this year, as they have for several years past, 
that the derby is really coming back. But they have 
been saying that for four or five years. I think they 
base their opinion on the fact that there has been a 
popular idea—and in past years it has been based on 
fact—-that styles in men’s hats come and go in cycles 
of five or six years. 

“But I think the soft hat is here to stay. If any- 
thing, it is growing more popular with the increased 
use of the automobile, for, as everybody Knows, now- 
adays, almost everyone has a car. 

“When automobiling became so popular, six or eight 
years ago, people quickly discovered that the derby was 
not the hat for automobiling. It was awkward in get- 
ting in and out of cars and it would not stick to the 
head: So the demand for derbies began falling off and 
the demand for soft hats began increasing. The latter 
has been growing in popularity steadily ever since. I 
don’t see any chance of the automobile going out of use,

When automobiles became popular it was discovered 
that the derby was not for automobiling. 
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so I should say that the soft hat is here to stay as THE 
popular hat.” 

Wherever the question was as!ed as to why men are 
not wearing derbies, the automobile answer was forth- 
coming, but to this explanation of the phenomenon 
were added several interesting sidelights on. man, his 
hat and his changing psychology. 

“I find,” said a hat salesman in one of: the bigger 
stores, “that the average man has a much keenef de- 
sire for comfort today than ever before. His first con- 
sideration in buying a hat is ease and conffort. His 
inclination along this line is particularly strong at the 
beginning of fall. The average man wears a stiff- 
brimmed straw hat during the summer and by the mid- 
dle of September he gets good and tired of that severe 
band around his head. He won't take a derby because 
the tight band is too much like his old straw hat. He 
wants something easy and comfortable. That’s why 


\sO Many men are wearing soft shirts and soft collars. 


The soft hat is exactly to his taste. Two or three 
months from now some of the men who have been 
buying soft hats during the last two or three weeks wil! 
buy derbies, but most cf them will stick to the soft 
hat straight through the winter.” 

But not only is the average man keener for comfort 
today than he was 20 years ago, but he is not nearly 
so dressy. 

“Why, when I look back and think what the aver- 
age man used to be,” said the manager of another 
store, “it is hard for me to believe that the average 
man of today belongs to the same race of which hig 
You ask where is the derby? 


years ago? I tell you the average American man is not 
nearly so dressy in any particular as he used to be. 
This hat question is only one phase of the whole sub- 
ject. Men are more rushed and more absorbed in busi- 
ness today than ever. They have no time for a lot 
of the little things that used to be considered not only 
‘the thing,’ but absolutely necessary. How many men 
do you know today who wear ‘biled shirts’ as we used 
to cal] them? I’m not complaining about the way peo- 
ple are buying today. They still like good things, but 
they like clothes and apparel of all kinds that have 


about them that knock-about element, you might call it. 


I mean the things that are easy and comfortable. To- 
day, the average man wants a hat that he can wear 
when he drives his car downtown to business, that he 
can wear to a restaurant or cafe to dinner and to the 
theater in the evening, without any changes.” 

“How about the high silk hat’ Is it being worn to- 
day?’ we asked one hatter.

“The same type of whisky that used to sell for a 
nickel a throw is to be had for 50 cents a throw. ac- 
cording to some bums that drift in here,” he remarked, 
“and so half a dollar is the unit of the panhandler 
right now.” 

He added that the hobo type had been one of the first 
to seek easy jobs when war broke out, so as to avoid 
service in the army, and that while some of them had 

, been caught in the draft net and compelled to do active 
service, the majority had placed themselves at easy 
jobs in war industries. They were the first to scent 
the possibilities of the draft and to jump at war jobs 
that the steady worker viewed with distrust. 

‘The trade of the hobo is avoiding work,” he added. 
“His body may be idle, but his brain is active enough. 
It would surprise you to find how keen the mentalities 
of some of these men are. They take pride in living 
off their wits. 

“Of course, that suggests the old remark that they 
don't live off their own wits so much as off the lack 
of wit in others. But this pride of the hobo in not 
doing regular work is a singular thing. The only 
thing I can compare it to is the attitude of a certain 
element of race-horse men. You may know that there 
is a type of turfman who actually prefers to be known 
as a smooth sort of guy, who can slip something over 
on the judges and the public, rather than as an honest 
man who races his horses on the level. To be a suc- 
cessful petty thief is his ambition, and that has con- 
tributed to kill horse racing. 

“It hasn't been policy for the hobo to quit work up 
to now. The advertising columns of the papers kept 
everyone informed that there was plenty of work for 
all. But now that there is the first sign of slackness, 
the hobo’ is meeting it more than half way. He has 
an excuse now for begging and saying he can't get 
work. And you are going to see more of his kind 
from now on.” 

With the reappearance of the hobo, it is likely the 
old tramp joke, which has been dead five years, will 
be revived in the comic press. When the tramp disap- 
peared, the witticism about hoboes ceased to be of value 
for the humorous papers. 

When it is known that men who are begging on 


desire, it may be easier for the police to secure con- 
victions under the vagrancy act than it was formerly. 
Both Judges and juries hesitated in the old days to 
punish a man for begging, regardless of the statutes, 
when it was known that lack of work really existed. 
This was a handicap under which the police always 
labored, even when they knew that probably not one 
of a hundred beggars who used to infest the downtown 
regions during theater hours six years ago would work 
if he had the. chance. 

Moreover, the difficulties of a crusade against va- 
grancy can be illustrated by the experience a relief so- 
ciety and a daily paper had in Chicago some years ago. 
Visitors to the loop district had complained, especially 
after business hours and on Sundays, that they could 
not stop to look at a store window without some men- 
dicant sidling up and begging-—often becoming threat- 
ening if his demands were refused.
